3. Books containing data pertinent to the measurement of otter trawl
door width, length of tow, and cable separation at six feet from
the trawling stanchion.

4. All other data files that contain earlier information on the conditions
of the Bering Sea king crab stocks that will be of use in ascessing
the changes in this stock with the advent of increased fishing
intensity.
